Ball explained that the question of U Thant’s initiative 
in trying to set up a meeting in Rangoon had blown up into 
quite an issue. Ball said we were checking the facts and 
he wanted to check with the Sec if this was put to him in 
Sept 1964 or later in the year? Sec said that over a period 
of some time there were discussions with the Sec Gen and he 
did not have a clear recollection of the exact dates. Ball 
asked the Sec if there were a record of this. Sec said Bill 
Bundy would have the best record of anyone. 

Ball said that Bundy was with him and it could be re- 
constructed with some pluses or minuses and the question is 
being asked why there was . no follow-up. 

Sec said there was a full discussion of this with 
^evenson. It was not rejected but it was announced that it 
was not acted upon, and the possibility was left open for 
the future. Sec said from all indications this appeared to 
be more of a maneuver than anything else. Sec said there 
were many contacts during this period. Discussions were 
held at great length and there was nothing of substance 
connected with this at any time. It was not referred to the 
Boss or Bob McNamara. 

Ball said he thought he had the flavor now and we had 
made clear about the President and McNamara. 
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
